Mr. Reed will have no op- 
position in the primaries, and will un- 
doubtedly win the fall election against 
the Democratic candidate.

to Senitor Knox Is practically chosen. 


OFFERS CONTEST. 


In the same way, to only a slightly 


less extent, It is clear that the suc- 
cessor to the late Senator Penrose 
will be George Wharton Pepper. Mr. 
Pepper has some opposition In the Ro- 
publitjah primary. 
It Is furbished by 


a 
railroad 
labor man, William J. 


Burke. 
Burke Is making an energetic 


campaign but he cannot win. Pepper 
has the support of both factions of 
tee Republican party. He has avoid- 
ed becoming Involved In the fight 
within the party. 


Not only will Mr. Pepper get the 


Republican nomination, 
but 
It 
Is 


equally certain that he will prevail 
over the Democrat In the fall election. 
In all probability the next senators 
from Pennsylvania jplll be the two 
(Republicans Reed and Pepper. 


A ROOSEVELT MAN. 


But it Is over the governorship of 


Pennsylvania that the 
most 
bitter 


fight Is on that has taken place with- 
in the Republican party In Pennsyl- 
vania wthin a generation. The can- 
didate who Is creating most of the 
interest is a nationally known figun 
Glfford Pinchot. Mr. Plnchot's career 
in politics has been that of an ideal- 
ist, a progressive, a Roosevelt man. 


Early In life when he was still a 


student at Yale, he adopted a profes 
slon then comparatively little known 
in America, that of forestry. 
This 


profession he studied for several years 
In France, Germany, Switzerland and 
Austria. Since the completion of his 
student days, he has spent his entire 
career In one branch or another of 
this profession. 


FORESTRY HEAD. 


For twelve years he was head of 


the Bureau of Forestry of the United 
States government. This experience 
coincided for seven years with the 
presidency of Roosevelt, and Mr. Pin 
chot as an Intimate of Roosevelt was 
frequently described as one of the 
members of Roosevelt's "tennis cab 
inet" 


Pinchot came conspicuously to the 


front as the champion and spokes- 
man of the policy of conservation of 
national resources in the Ballinger 
controversy during the presidency ol 
Taft. It was during that light that 
Plnohot left the government service 


NOW STATE OFFICIAL. 


For the past few years he has been 


the head of the forest service of the 
state of Pennsylvania. Under ordi- 
nary circumstances, and especially as 
long as the late Senator Penrose was 
the head of the Pennsylvania Repub- 
lican machine, a man of Mr. Pln- 
chot's type would hardly have had the 
faintest chance to win an elective 
office In Pennsylvania. It is the par- 
tial disruption of this old Pennsyl- 


vania machine Incident to Penrose's 
death that has given Pinchot the op- 
portunity he now has. 


MACHINE FIGHT. 


The fight is staged almost wholly 


between what remains of the old 
Pennsylvania machine, whose candl 
date is the present attorney general 
of the state, Alter, and Pinchot, run- 
ning as an outsider with the aid of 
some slight support from an insurgent 
section of the old machine. 


The Issues Involved include largely 


Plnchot's personality and public rec> 
ord, 'which Is of the sort to appeal to 
women voters and to 
Roosevelt element 
in 


all 
the old 


Pennsylvania 


added to this is the issue of charges 
of extravagance and other forms of 
mismanagement of the state govern- 
ment under the administration of the 
Republican organization. 
Pinchot's 


support is rather more powerful than 
that of any other man who has ever 
contended against the Pennsylvania 
Republican machine.

of six women in Jail in Chicago, sent 
there for contempt of court grow- 
ing out of injunctions connected with 
a striKS of three years ago. Four of 
the prisoners have very small chil- 
dren with them, too young to be left 
at home 
Two other prisoners are 


expected to become mothers within 
a short while 


We can't relish the notion of thesu 


mcthers with infant children being 
in Jail; and T\e can easily under- 
stand that Governor Small should 
try to help them with pardons. How- 
ever, lawjers hold he has no pardon- 
ing power in such cases, that is 
man> lawyers do 
The matter is in 


court, but the judges have not yet 
told us their finding. 


It teems to be a case of the law 


being slow in its workings 
It was 


about three years ago these women 
were held for contempt, but that 
case was appealed, and only lately 
was the appeal decided. 
The six 


women were unmarried when 
the 


case started, but all of them have 
wedded in the three years' felay 
taken by the law and the courts. 
Now there are tha Infant children

It is plain that the law will have 


to take less time to reach decisions 
if Tie are to get away from these 
entanglements where young women 
are concerned

Pinohot left the government service

yor the past few years he has been 


th* head of the forest service of the 
state of Pennsylvania. Under ordi- 
nary circumstances, and espeoially^as 
long as th* late Senator Penros* was 
the head of th» Pennsylvania Repub- 
lican machine, a man of Mr. Pin- 
chot's type would hardly havn had the 
faintest chance to win an electlvi 
office in Pennsylvania. It Is the par 
tial disruption of this old Pennsyl- 


vania machine Incident to Penrose's 
death that has given Pinchot the op- 
lortunlty he now has. 


MACHINE FIGHT. 


The fight Is staged almost wholly
